Jean Clermont, he of the burlesque 
circus, outlined the method of teach­ 
ing a rooster to sing, th©

The seeker 
after Information wanted to know how 
Mr. Clerm ont’s two roosters—one of 
which is a soprano and the other a 
barytone— had been trained to crow 
loud and long whenever they were 
told to. 
“It is not a secret,” said Mr. 
Clermont, and then outlined the sys­ 
tem. 
Thus: 
“In all my years of work with ani­ 
mals, this trick with the roosters is 
one of the hardest I ever tried to 
teach. 
I have never succeeded in less 
than seven or eight months and some­ 
tim es it takes longer than that. 
To 
begin with, I bring the rooster into 
my dressing room and put him on the 
shelf in front of the m irror. 
“He looks into the face of w hat he 
thinks Is another rooster. 
I take him 
away and put him back. 
There is the 
strange rooster again and my pupil 
challenges him with a crow, feeble 
*at first, but soon loud and clear. This 
process is kept up indefinitely, until 
I can put a sheet of paper before the 
glass and leave the singing scholar 
facing the blank. 
But by this tim e 
he knows the other rooster is behind 
the paper and he crows. 
Then I put 
him on a pedestal, such as I use in 
my act, and after some weeks more 
he will crow' from the pedestal when 
I show him a small m irror. From this 
stage he advances until when I hold 
up m y hand and say ‘Crow',’ he crows 
as often and as loudly as I ask.

it takes patience, very much patience."

uses; sometimes they are utilized as 
sewage outlets for great cities, some 
times they are converted Into commer 
clal highways* or they may become 
restricted because of the reclamation 
of fertile bottom lands. 
All these may 
be good and necessary developments, 
says Science, or any one of them may 
be obviously best under the circum­ 
stances; but in promoting any such 
schemes due regard should always ba 
paid to the importance and promise 
of natural waters as a perpetual source 
of cheap and healthful food for the 
people of the country. 
There was recently sold at auction 
in Berlin the celebrated Lana collec­ 
tion of antiquities and art objects. 
Probably tbe most valuable of the rel­ 
ics was a bumper of hammered tin, 
which brought the top price at the 
sale, something more than $8,000. This 
piece has ever been known by con­ 
noisseurs the world over as the “Bres­ 
lau tin bumper,” because it is sup­ 
posed to have been made in that city. 
It dates from about the year 1500, and 
Is octagonal in shape, its sides having 
scenes from the lives of evangelists 
and other religious figures. 
It is one 
of the finest specimens of hammered 
metal ware extant.—Harper’s Weekly. 
Following an ancient city custom, 
the corporation 
has 
recently made 
presents of what is railed 
"livery 
cloth” to certain high officers of state 
and public officials. 
The custom Is 
thus explained: 
In the early periods 
of history the retainers of great lords 
wearing their liveries were so numer­ 
ous as to be dangerous both to the 
king and the laws, and the disorders 
In which they took part required all 
the vigor of the king and the legis­ 
lature to restrain. 
Many statues for 
that purpose were passed between 1377 
and 1504. 
In these prohibitions and 
exemptions were made in favor of the 
members of guilds and fraternities in 
cities and boroughs. 
This probably 
explains the creation of "liverymen” 
In the various companies, and Is sup­ 
posed to be the origin of this annual 
gift of "livery cloth.”—London Daily 
News.

lar. 
And there are college graduates 
who have acquired 
great riches in 
business and who have never found 
the 
college education 
a handicap, 
« 'here are men who believe that it has 
a value of its own and that It has 
actually helped them to get on In the 
world. 
These are statements of facts 
that lend themselves to pages of in­ 
terpretation and argument. 
But pass­ 
ing from individual cases, the all Im­ 
portant fact is that the experience of 
the world leaves very little encourage­ 
ment for Mr. Crane's crusade. 
The 
higher education responds so well to 
the needs, aspirations and ambitions 
of many men and women that before it 
can be destroy ed humanity will have 
to he made over. The crusade will not 
stand Mr. Crane's own tests because 
it is futile and, therefore, not a good 
business proposition.

Paris has had so many floods that 
the scientists and expert watchers of 
the Seine have classified them and di­ 
vided them in to three groups, accord­ 
ing to the height of the water regis­ 
tered on the gauges, the New York 
Evening Post say s. 
It was on this 
river at Paris that the world's first 
sy stem 
for 
forecasting 
floods was 
worked out, in 1854, and It has been 
In use ever since, so the city authori 
ties of Paris knew weeks before of 
the calamity that was in store for 
them. 
Since the daily readings of the flow’ 
of the Seine at Paris and other points 
were begun, in 1732, there have been 
forty -six floods, counting the recent 
one. 
According to the classification 
by height, thirty -one of these were "or­ 
dinary ," twelve "extraordinary " and 
three 
"exceptional," the exceptional 
ones being those of 1740, 1802 and 
19 10. 
In the century preceding 1732 
there were five devastating 
inunda­ 
tions of the city , that of 1658 being 
the worst on record, until the present 
time. 
There is no record of what the Seine 
did previous to 1632, but the natural 
conditions have been the same since 
long before the history of France be­ 
gan, so the little lie de la Cite, which 
was the beginning of Paris, and on 
which the Cathedral of Notre Dame 
was consecrated in 1182. must have 
been many times submerged. 
When 
Julius Cicsar conquered Gaul, in 58-51 
B. C., the Parisii were a small tribe 
settled on the island in the middle of 
the Seine, and they called it Lutetia. 
Constantins Chlorus, a 
Roman 
em­ 
peror, who had his residence there In 
the y ear 29 3, called it "his dear Lu­ 
tetia." which may have been the be­ 
ginning of "that dear Paris." 
Most of the structures demaged by 
the recent flood antedate the beginning 
of the flood records of Paris in 1649 
by many y ears, in some cases cen­ 
turies. The Jardin des Plantes, which 
was the first institution to feel the 
effects of the recent rising, is on the 
lower left bank of the Seine, near the 
entrance of the river within the city 
limits. 
Although a botanical garden, 
it includes a museum of natural his­ 
tory and zoological collection, chiefly 
famous for the bear pits,. 
The Jardin 
des Plantes was founded in 1635 by 
Guy de la Brosse. phy sician to Louis 
XIII., and was originally nothing more 
than a collection of medicinal herbs. 
In 179 3 the roy al menagerie was tran s­ 
ferred to it and in 179 4 the library , 
Notre Dame, on the lie de la Cite, 
the famous walls of which have been 
washed by many floods, was founded 
in 1163 on the site of a church of 
the fourth century and was 
conse­ 
crated in 1182, but the nave was not 
completed until the thirteenth century . 
The foundation stone was laid by 
Pope Alexander III., at that time a 
refugee in France. In 179 3 Notre Dame 
was converted into a temple of rea­ 
son. 
The sculptures* were mutilated 
and the statue of the Virgin replaced 
by one of Liberty . The orgies of which 
the church became the scene led to its 
being closed the following y ear. 
In 
179 5 it was restored to the Catholics. 
Floods of the Seine present a mixed 
character, owing to the torrential na­ 
ture of its tributaries, the Yonne and 
the Marne, which, with their hfgh 
floods, exercise a predominating in­ 
fluence on the floods of Paris. 
As the 
torrents from the farthest parts of the 
basin take only three or four day s to 
reach Paris, whereas the floods of the 
tranquil affluents only arrive four or 
five day s later, a great flood at Paris 
is rarely the result of a single fall 
of rain. 
Generally , a high flood is 
caused by the arrival of a second tor­ 
rent from the rapidly flowing tribu­ 
taries, before the long-continued floods 
of the slower branches have time to 
subside. 
Only 
two 
unusually 
high 
floods 
threatened 
Paris between 1850 and 
19 10. 
They were in March, 1876, and 
in January , 1883, reaching 21.33 feet 
end J 9 .69 feet, respectively , though the 
floods of December, 1872, and 1882, 
were only a little low’er, as they rose 
to 19 .19 and 19 .16 feet. 
These last 
tw'O floods were the first of unusual 
height to which the sy stem of predic­ 
tions and warnings was 
thoroughly 
and successfully applied. 
The protections of Paris have been 
Increased from time to time by the 
raising of the quais along the river 
and by prolonging the outfall sewers 
so as to place their outlets bey ond the 
town; 
and embankments have been 
built for many of the low-ly ing dis­ 
tricts. 
The 
rebuilding, also, of old 
bridges with more ample waterway s 
and the improvements in depth for 
navigation have generally increased the 
discharging capacity of the river.

mother began to keep a record, similar 
to those kept by nurses, of his treat­ 
ment and his behavior under it. 
She 
registered each of 
the natural func­ 
tions, and every rash or pimple, each 
cold or fever, each nap or spell of cry 
lng went down Into her book. 
At reg 
ular intervals she entered his weight 
and measurements and made observa 
tions on his muscular and mental de 
velopment. 
Convinced that too little rather than 
too much food would be of most bene 
fit, she reduced his meals to six a day 
Just enough and not too much, was 
her miotto. 
At 
2 
months 
Leonard 
weighed 12 pounds—one and a half 
pounds above the average established 
by Dr. L. Emmett Holt, the famous 
child specialist. 
At 3 months he was 
two and seven-tenth3 pounds above the 
average.

From the first months he was sy s 
tematlcally exercised, first by massage 
Later, holding him by the feet, the 
mother began 
by 
letting him bend 
himself backward on her knee till his 
head hung down to the floor and he 
supported his body by the muscle« of 
hi3 feet and legs. 
When he began to 
take notice Mrs. 
Noy es 
fastened 
wooden rod across his basket and he 
entertained himself by pulling himself 
up to a slitting position by its aid. 
The "average" babies observed by 
Holt do not hold up their heads until 
the third or fourth month. 
Leonard 
held up his in the thifd week. 
Holt’s 
babies do not laugh until the third or 
fourth month. 
Leonard 
laughed in 
his twelfth week. Holt’s babies do not 
reach for objects until the fifth to the 
seventh month. 
Leonard grabbed for 
a pair of scales in his fifteenth week. 
In his twentieth we?k he began pull­ 
ing himself up to the sitting position 
by the rod fastened across his basket; 
in his twenty ^seventh to pull himself 
up to his feet and stand alone, in his 
thirty -third he began to walk. 
Every thing that affected the health 
or demeanor of the boy was noted on 
a chart such as hospital nurses heep, 
and this record when consulted proved 
to be an mfalliable guide in case of a 
recurrence of the sy mptoms. 


B i r d ’« S e n * « o f D i r e c t i o n . 
The migratory instinct in birds is 
combined with another equally my s­ 
terious, that of the sense of dir^ctio l. 
A gentleman engaged In scientific re­ 
search work for the fishery board on 
board the government steamboat Gold- 
Seeker recorded a very interesting ob­ 
servation he made of this characteris­ 
tic of migratory bird life. 
An oy ster 
catcher that was being buffeted by a 
head wind in Its eastern flight across 
the North Sea toward the continental 
shores alighted on the boat. 
It took 
kindly to the attention paid to It so 
long as the boat 
kept its easterly 
course, but when the course of the 
boat was altered a few’ points to the 
northward 
the 
bird 
immediately 
showed signs of uneasiness, and after 
an apparent consideration of its bear­ 
ings flew into the darkness of the 
night on its eastbound course. The al­ 
teration in the boat’s course was re­ 
vealed to those who were watching the 
bird only when the compass was exam­ 
ined.—Scotsman.

Automobile, 2 8 % seconds, 19 06. 
Steam locomotive, 32 seconds, 189 3. 
Motor paced cy cle, 1 minute 6 1-6 
seconds, 19 04. 
Bicy cle, unpaced, 1 minute 49 2-5 
seconds, 19 04. 
Running horse, 1 minute JKHt, sec­ 
onds, 189 0. 
Pacing horse, 1 minute 65 seconds, 
19 06. 
Trotting horse, 1 minute 58l/2 sec­ 
onds, 19 05. 
Man skating, 2 minutes 36 seconds, 
189 6. 
Man running, 4 minutes 12a4 sec­ 
onds, 1887. 
Man walking, 6 minutes 23 seconds, 
189 0. 
It will be observed that the differ­ 
ence between the locomotive and the 
automobile Is trifling. 
For 100 miles 
the record of the steam locomotive is 
much better than 
that of the auto. 
However, both the electric locomotive 
and the auto may be expected to show 
further improvement, as their develop­ 
ment is incomplete, while their steam 
brother has attained about the limit. 
The horse racing and foot racing rec­ 
ords added to the table were all made 
in recent y ears. 
Evidently we breed 
better and train better than ever be­ 
fore.

PRESENT OF SACK OF COFFEE.

"We have a custom in the coffee 
raising countries,” 
said 
Ricardo G. 
Muller of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, who 
is interested in coffee plantations in 
that country , according to the Wash­ 
ington Herald, "which is unknown in 
other parts of the world. When a child 
is born in the coffee country a sack 
of the best grain is set aside as part 
of the inheritance to be received on at­ 
taining its majority . 
“Usually the sack is the gift from 
some close friend or relative, and it is 
guarded as sacredly as if it were a 
gift of gold or bonds. No stress would 
induce a Brazilian parent to use coffee 
which was made the birth gift of a 
child. 
"As a rule it is sealed with the pri­ 
vate seal of the owner and bears a 
card giving all particulars about the 
variety of grain, its age on being sack­ 
ed and the birth of the child to whom 
it is given, and other details, which 
are very interesting when the gift isf 
due. 
“Generally the coffee is opened for 
the first time when the child marries. 
The coffee for the reception or m ar­ 
riage feast is made from the legacy , 
and according to precedent this must 
be the first time the sack is opened. 
After the coffee is made for the wed­ 
ding feast the sack is carefully closed 
and sent to the new home of the y oung 
couple and should keep them in the 
staple for a y ear at least."

A celebration of Easter Day at th** 
tomb of the Living Christ in the Church 
of 
the Holy Sepulchre, 
at Jerusalem, 
gives to Christians of every age, sect anti 
country a thrilling experence never to be 
forgotten. 
Throughout all of Holy Week the nar­ 
row, winding streets of the Holy City 
are thronged with a strange mixture of 
races, nations and 
tongues, all drawn 
tlmre by a common impulse and a uaiver 
sal faith 
in the fundamental truth of 
Christ’s resurrection, without which th-* 
Christian's faith is indeed vain. 
Christians of the Latin rite, adherents 
of tin* Graced It ossia n Orthodox Church, 
Copts and Armenians, Syrians and Abys­ 
sinians, believers in the various denomi­ 
nations of Protestant Christendom, are 
strangely blended in these ancient high­ 
ways with

and

This church is ii lofty 
structure 
of 
limestone, of a yellowish tint, the main 
building surmounted by a dome 
little 
less in size than that of 
our national 
capitol. 
The church was erected on th** 
•loping hillside, and a chapel at one side 
of th** church, rising higher than the rest 
of th** building, rests upon the very rock 
of Calvary, where the cross of Our Sa 
vior stood. 
Convents ami monasteries adjoin 
the 
church, and it is fronted by a court, upon 
which, nearly two thousand years ago. 
the people stood afar off and watched the 
awful tragedy of the world’s redemption. 
Entrance to the church is through an 
arched doorway of generous height and 
leading into a large square vestibule, or 
inner porch. 
In the center of this space 
lies the stone of unction, so called from 
the tradition that upon this stone the 
body of Our Lord was laid when Joseph 
of Arimathea and Nieodemus “ wound it 
in linen cloths, with the spices.”
